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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant argues that Karellas does not teach 
detection of recording light to obtain a prellnninary read out signal. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Karellas states (column 26, lines 
44-49) that "Although this method can be easily applied to amorphous silicon areas or linear photosensors, it can also be applied to other 
image sensors such as CCDs which are used with a scintillator, but they can tolerate a significant amount of direct x-ray interactions also 
applicable to selenium detectors using scintillators" and (column 40, lines 4-7) that "Electronic area detector 1594 can be a CCD (front or 
back illuminated), a transparent gate CCD amorphous silicon pixelated plate, or amorphous selenium plate with pixeiated readout". 
Therefore, Karellas does teach detection of recording light to obtain a preliminary read out signal. 
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
